HIGH ON THE FOOTHILLS OF MOUNT WILSON 


Sierra Madre voters will go to the polls next Tuesday, March 
27, to decide a vital issue in the city's public education program. 

On the ballot will be a proposal to increase, for one year only, 
the City School District's tax rate by 30 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 

The tax increase, which would yield approximately $24,000, has 
been proposed as "an emergency measure" to meet the inflated 
costs of building the school's four new classrooms. There is no 
known opposition to the proposal. 

In urging a "yes" vote, Superintendent Charles A. Skutt this 
week reminded voters that building costs rose approximately 30 
per cent from the time the $86,- 
000 school bonds were voted 
last year to when the bids were 
received for the project. 

The four rooms already are 
costing $12,000 more than was 
anticipated when the bond-is¬ 
sue figure was set, Mr. Skutt 
said, and another $12,000 will 
be required to complete the 
building. 

Still needed is approximately 
$2000 for site development; 

$2000 to buy desks for the new 
building; $4500 to purchase the 
Davis property; and $3500 for a 
garage. 

“There are no ‘frills’ in the 
proposal,” Superintendent Skutt 
said. “The $24,000 will be used 
for capital outlay purposes 
only. 

Among the organizations vot¬ 
ing support of the tax increase 
have been the Kiwanis Club, 
the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Parent-Teacher Association, and 
the Teachers’ Club.

In case of a disaster, Sierra 
Madre has sufficient food to 
last for “at least 48 hours.” 

E. Waldo Ward, reporting for 
the Red Cross at last week’s 
meeting of the Civil Defense 
Council, said the RC Chapter 
has surveyed local grocery 
stores and found that food is 
available for mass feeding for 
at least two days. 

Mr. Ward said he had no re¬ 
port yet on the availability of 
clothing in an emergency. 


Sierra Madre was the scene 
of many going-away parties 
last weekend as former Nation¬ 
al Guardsmen made their last 
visits home before going over¬ 
seas. 

The local soldiers, members 
of the Southland’s 40th Infan¬ 
try Division, are scheduled to 
leave for Japan "around East¬ 
er.” They were expected to 
enter quarantine following their 
return to Camp Cooke Monday. 

A few of the Sierra Madreans 
were hopeful, however, that 
they might be allowed home 
next weekend. 

As was the case last Sep¬ 
tember when the heavy mortar- 
men first reported for active 
duty, most of the farewells this 
time were dryeyed and cheer¬ 
ful—to all outward appear¬ 
ances, at least. 

The 40th Division is expected 
to continue its combat train¬ 
ing in Japan. 


PROGRESS REPORTED ‘SLOW 
IN RED CROSS CAMPAIGN

The Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce this week urged 
all local restaurants to send 
representatives to the Los An¬ 
geles County Food Handlers’ 
School to be held at MAD High 
School next week. 

Classes will be held March 
27 and 29 and April 3. After¬ 
noon classes from 2 to 4 and 
evening classes from 7:30 to 
9:30 are scheduled to take care 
of all workers with varying 
free time, Carl Noid, county 
sanitarian, said. 

Films and demonstrations in 
food care and handling and 
sanitation will be given. A cer¬ 
tificate will be issued to each 
business with at least 70% 
of their personnel attending the 
school. 

The general practice through¬ 
out the county is to allow em¬ 
ployees to attend during work¬ 
ing hours, Mr. Noid said. “An 
establishment that can display 
the certificate has something 
to be proud of,” he said, “and 
the certificate in the past has 
done much to increase busi¬ 
ness of the houses displaying 
them beeause customers feel 
they can trust the sanitation of 
those restaurants. 


“We’re inching along toward our goal.” 

That was the way Red Cross Campaign Fund Chairman Carl 
Hansen described progress of the drive this week. 

Only $3978.53 had been collected in the campaign by Tuesday 
noon. Mr. Hansen said, however, that by Thursday (today) the 

Red Cross money should be ap¬ 
proaching two-thirds of Sierra 
Madre’s quota—$6416. 

“From now on it’s going to 
be a ‘slow but sure” process— 
at least, we hope it’s ‘sure’,” 
the drive chairman said. 

He stressed the urgency of 
the campaign this year, point¬ 
ing out that never before has 
so much responsibility fallen 
to the Red Cross and its ex¬ 
panded military civilian defen¬ 
se program.”

L i tt 1 e do 
they think of the value of hav¬ 
ing adequate equipment and 
trained men at hand when 
needed. The kind of people who se t 
forget that fires can start eas¬ 
ily and cause great damage 
and death are those who would 
discourge the upkeep of proper 
fire fighting equipment. 

Because there are few fire 
calls and little damage, it is 
thought by some that good 
equipment is a waste. There 
are such kind of people—yes 
sah. We know better and are 
very thankful that leaders of 
the city are in accord. 

Let us hope that we wear out 
the trucks and other fire fight¬ 
ing needs by using them for 
drills, rather than by extin¬ 
guishing fires. If we do not 
have fires, it is good proof that 
our efforts to prevent fires are 
successful. 

We cannot, however, ever 
reach the stage where we can 
become so apathetic that we 
stop drills or throw away good 
fire equipment. In short, we 
should keep our fire apparatus 
“up to snuff.” 

The fire fighters will have 
a great time at the big shed 
down at the city yards next 
Friday evening when they get 
together to color eggs and fill 
bags with Easter candy in pre¬ 
paration for the Easter Party 
for the kiddies at the City Park 
on the 24lh at 2 p. m. 

This egg coloring bee is al¬ 
ways a source of fun with the 
work. Many hands make light 
work and when the work is 
light, there is space for horse¬ 
play. And with the men of this 
department, it can be expected.

His 
help means much to the boys, 
who fully appreciate it. 

One morning this week, there 
was an orchard of orange and 
lemon trees, between Lowell 
and Orange Grove avenue. And 
before noon, there was clear¬ 
ance. Just shows you how long 
it takes a big bulldozer to 
push ’em over. I’s really sad 
to see them go—the trees, I 
mean. 

We have a fair opportunity 
to better the record of the past 
year. It is only the first quar¬ 
ter of the year. To date we 
have had several calls, but for¬ 
tunately none of much conse¬ 
quence. We urge an early call 
in case of fire, or even the 
smell of suspicious smoke. We’d 
rather get them early than get 
there late and suffer a heavy 
loss. 

Our men are trained to be 
careful with the use of water 
and will not drown the furni¬ 
ture at the slightest sign of 
smoke. We find the fire before 
applying water. Fire training 
includes the care of the house¬ 
hold goods as well as to fighf 
the fire. 

Your fire department is com¬ 
posed of a group of men who 
take a strong interest in the 
job. They attend drills and 
school on their own time to 
learn the latest methods of fire 
fighting. 

We ask the residents to con¬ 
tinue their splendid coopera¬ 
tion in fire prevention. This 
means to be alert for fire haz¬ 
ards and help to have them 
eliminated. Watch our for the 
danger of fire. This method has 
proven of great value.
